After a series of determined assaults, the Chinese 
further tightened their grip around the beleaguered town 
and reached its immediate suburbs yesterday. Many 
isolated Japanese units are meanwhile still surrounded 
at points outside the town and are exposed to constant 
Chinese infantry onslaughts and intensive artillery fire. 

Narrowing down .the enemy’s lines, the Chinese 
occupied several more strategic points in the suburbs 
yesterday. These include Yunganchwang, north-west of 
Yihsien, Ngohutsai, Pailitun, Laohushan, Tsingtan, 
Changchwang, Sunchwang, Liuchwang and Kanchwang, 
all in the immediate neighbourhood of the city. :

There are few things upon 
which all persons will agree.

AS the Army Estimates, which will be published 


to-day, are likely 


to total more than £100,000,- 


000—roughly'150 per cent. above the figure at which they 
stood before we began to rearm—we may well ask the 
question: What is our Army for? 


In attempting to answer. it, 


‘ first we must get out of our 


heads the idea that it is an in- 
surance against war; for that is 
-the purpose of foreign policy. 

‘Instead, the aim of the Army 
js to extinguish war in the 
shortest time and at the lowest 
cost in lives, property and 
treasure when that foreign policy 
breaks down and there is a war. 

The problem is, in fact, iden- 
ticul with. that of limiting con- 
‘flagrations in our towns and 
cities: In every municipality 
two things are required to pre- 
vent fires—namely, a common- 
sense policy and anti-fire appli- 
ances, aE : 

All the fire brigades in the 
country will not limit the out- 
breaks .of fire unless the  be-.

The Commission found difficulty in 
giving “a continuous history” of the 
rise and fall of rents during the Inst 
ten years, On their own admission 
"this fact is. of great algnificance and 
goes to.the root of the present situa- 
tlon of rents in the Colony." .No 
explanation is- given -for- this-state- 
ment. This fs unfortunate. Tenants 
were unable to furnish, that “con- 
tinuous history.” . ° 

The fundamental Jevel of ten years 
ugo provides considerable useful. data 
for the reasons I wlll now explain. 


For 1928-29, it will be remembered. ; 


a big surplus balance was recorded 
for Hongkong. It fell to the Hon. 
(now Sir) Thomas Southorn to re- 
view the financlal position of the 
‘Colony when presenting the Estl- 
mates for 1929, The OMecer Ad- 
ministering the Government sald on 
the 20th September, 1928: “The re- 
venue of the Qpolony has 
shown a remarkable — recovery.... 
There is no doubt that the 
population of the Colony has been 


+ dnercasing during the yenr, and as 
the vacant houses are occupied’ an 
impetus {s given to, butlding opera- 
flons and Jand purchase for which 
considerable funds scem to be aval- 
lable.” 

Our veteran (tien senior) unofi- 
cial member, Sir Shou-son Chow, 
expressed the gratification of his 
colleague when he spoke of es- 
Imated revenue ‘for 1928 as likely 
fo be exceeded by the sum of nat 
less. than $2,571,000. That, he 
thought, might be taken os evidence 
that conditions in the Colony were 
gradually returning to normal, “The 
bigger demand for building sites,” 
the honournble senior unofficial 
member sald, “could be taken as 
proof of a further Increase in the 
Population, os well ns a healthy 

‘sign that confidence in the future 
of the Colony was being restored.” 


REVENUE BUOYANT 


Hongkong's revenue for 1928 ex- 
ceeded the Estimates by $4,605,009, 
and of that of the previous year by. 
$3,622,863, which prompted the oM- 
clal author of the preface to the 
Administration Reports for 1928 to 
indulge in a note of optimism when 

whe wrote that “1928 showed a con- 
Unuation of steady recovery in the 
financial and commercial position of 
the Colony.” 

The quotations should carry con- 
viction that Hongkong had emerged 
out of the chaos created by the In- 
tensive anti-Hongkong’ strike und 
boycott of 1925 to enter upon one 
of those cyclical prosperous periods 
during which there was much 
speculation in house property, To 
attain the best results under the 
concomitant conditions of a boom, 
rents were forced up in order that 
the Investments in property might 

. bear the -most favourable * relation 
pelcen! capital cost and interest 
yleld, 

This view places in doubt the 
ipse dizit of the Commission in para. 
2 that the majority of property 
owners must be regarded as “legiti- 
mate Investors.” Not all will agree 
with their claim. : 


LOANS ON INSUFFICIENT 
MARGIN 


Numerous changes of ownership 
urose out of the ‘speculative spirit 
which sent prices up during the re- 
covery period; these changes accom-" 
panicd the Inevitable reaction that 
set in and Hongkong began to fall 
temporarily on evil days. This con- 
ditlon was aggravated by the fallure 
of some of the native banks which 
created a panic bordering on an 
acute crisis. Good property. in 
widely scattered arcas was practi- 
cally unsaleable. Such might have 
been the condition of the Colony that 

~ furnished,’ to quote verbatim’ from 
the report, “a wealth of evidence 
(presumably supplied by landlords 
themselves—J.P.B.) to prove that 
owners of house property were the 
victims of no disastrous slump dur- 
ing the years 1936 to 1937." The 
Commissioners were careful: to guard 
_ themselves In the nssertion that “no 
doubt there were during the last 
ten years cases of speculative 
building in which men of straw hop- 
ed to make a quick boom profit.” 

At the height of the speculation 
money was borrowed at high rates 
of Interest. House property was 
bought on ‘wholly insufficient margin. 
.A tempting “high rate of interest 
operated ag the bait for smaller mar- 
gi serles of mortgagora’ 
‘Mtlures“synchronized with inevitable 
foreclosure that followed In the wake 
of pie inenutious scramble to get rich 
quick, ; 

In the present controversy the new 
owners successfully enl sym- 
pathy by the representation that 
current rentals ‘suffer by compari:

~ Whether’ cases of this - type - have 
deen brought to the notlee of the 
Commission, and whether the Com- 
mission, in pursuance of the powers 
vested In them by the Commissioners’ 
Powers Act. of 1886, had subpoenaed 
any witnesses before them and elicit- 
ed similar startling revelations, onc 
cannot tell. This is a moot point of 
some Importance, and is considered 
to be a determining factor for pur- 
poses of rental compurison, Without 
it only an ex parte case has~been 
made out. That is one contention. 


MILITATING EVIDENCE FACTORS 


There are several reasons why the 
collectlon of material evidence has 
not been as complete as it should 
otherwise be. Its very Incomple- 
tencss militates against the valuc of 
the report; the recommendations, 
accordingly, fall short of the require- 
ments of the fundamental data. For 
example, there are the Inherent 
shyness and timidity of a class of 
witnesses to appear before the Com- 
missloners; the restraining influence 
of the language difficulty experienc- 
ed by foreign tenants in some cases 
and jiteracy in others, and, lastly, 
fear of retaliatlon by londlords, 

At the same tlme ample allowance 

must be made -for- the “hasty 
nature” (the phrase is of the Com- 
migstoners’ own coining) of the 
inquiry, because of .“the alleged 
urgency of the position and of the 
Chairman's pending departure from 
the Colony.” 
‘ Impartially, no blame can be 
attached to the Commission. That 
much js granted. If they had not 
been placed in the position for a 
judicin! sifting of cases in the 
interests of tenants the latter are at 
fault. 


KOWLOON RESIDENTS’ - 
ASSOCIATION 


It is learnt from the Report that 


complaints had been received from 


the Kowloon Residents’ Association, 
and in a summury which a deputation 
from that Association presented to 
the Commission it, was suppased that 
there were six cases of startling rent 
increases exceeding 150 per cent. 
Some satisfactory explanation should 
be forthcoming as to why the Com- 
mission did not discover “any such 
huge increase os was alleged in the 
summary given by the Committee's 
deputation.” It Is inconceivable that 
such a representative ‘body like the 
K.B.A, can be capable of gross 
exaggeration. 

One saliont fact emerges on the 
authority of the Government ‘Asses- 
sor that “of the vacancles on his list 
at present not one was suitable for 
class or 
European subordinates.” (Page 15, 
para. 1,}. 

There are so many factors influen- 
cing rent: that statements submitted 
by landlords must be subjected to 
close scrutiny before-any valuable 
deduction can be made from them. 
The removal of disorderly houses 
from certain districts and their 
occupation by trades and professions 
capnblo of paying higher rents, the 
absence of water service and fireproof 
staircases and the provision of these 
In competitive premises have'n very 
materinl influence in determining the 
value of rents, so that it is douftful 
If the conclusions of the comparative 
figures submitted in ‘several para- 
graphs can be accepted as incon- 
testable proof in support of any 
deductions in the absence of material 
evidence In the other direction. 


METICULOUS DOMESTIC 
PROBING INFRA DIG. 


With oll deference to the profes- 
sional character of the composition 
of the Commission, I make the sub- 
mission that the pursunnce of the 
questioning to ascertain the number 
of domestics of a houschold In order 
to find out the tenant's ability to 
meet his rent is undignifying and 
outside the Commission's functions. 
The adequacy of the rent in propor- 
{ion to the accommodation provided 
ond its suitability are really what 
matter, The argument which the 
Commission makes, that the reduc- 
tlon in the wages of one servant by 
dispensing with him might have 
provided the amount which the 
tenant needed to meet the Increased 
rent, {s poor (page 16, para. 18). Ita 
fallacy will be made more evident if 
the annlogy is extended to, say, the 
ense of an individual earning a sola! 
of $2,000 or so-a month. Does ik 
necessarily follow that he should pay 
out n percentage in rent equal to 
that pald by his humbler fellow- 
citizens? . If the argument is to hold, 
a percentage os high as 50 per cent, 
and more fs not unknown.

Strictly speaking, so for us 
the londtord is concerned, he appears 
before the ‘Commission as impec- 
cable; but the “farmer” who, in fact, 
replaces the owner becomes the real 
offender. My practical experience 
leaves me in no doubt as to the 
existence of this - form of abuse. 
Quite often the “farmer” will allege 
to the. lundlord that a group of 
tenants intend vacating at the end 
of the month. Upon this so-called 
notice he trafMles to the extent of 
Ietting the flats to new tenants, or 
permitting the existing to remain in 
occupation, for the consideration of 
a higher rent. Add to this the #lli- 
cit “squeeze assuming such cuphonj- 
ous designations as “key” “tea,” or 
“shoe money,” and it~ becomes 
opparent. to what lengths the victi- 
misation of sub-tenants is carried. 


WATER RATE IN RELATION 
TO RENTS 


To what extent the Commission 
has probed Into one feature of the 
rent increusecs must remain a matter 
of conjecture. .The report offers no 
elucidation. I refer to the question 
of water rates, 

Several cases that have- been 


brought to my notice remove all 
doubt thant as an indirect method of 
adding increase upon increase of 
rent is the inclusion of water charges. 
When the housing shortage began {to 
be felt, an increase of the original 
rent Inclusive of water was made and 
conceded, followed by a-salve of the 
landlord's conselence by the imposi- 
tion of a surcharge ingeniously de- 
signated ag water rate. The water 
rate fixed by the landlord was a fint 
one applicable to all tenants of the 
house. The building usually com- 
prises three or four storeys let to as’ 
many tenants. ~ 


It fs well to remember that the 
water rate is a determinable figure, 
and the landlord in Plocing [t at any- 
thing higher than that figure ts de- 
finitely muloting his tenants in higher 
rent in an Indirect manner. He at 
the same time evades payment of 
taxes on the additional rent collected 
under o different name. To that 
extent the revenue of the “Colony” 
suffers for the benefit of the landlord. 
Herein Government intervention can 
be equitably invoked,

Water Charge 
Question, Jaudably seeks to protect 
the tenant, for he writes: “a transfer 
of charge would mean shifting the 
burden from the comparatively well- 
to-do to the poor, I regard such o 
shift of the burden as most undesir- 
able because I greatly fear that the 
Poor tenant will be found on balance 
to pay more os o result of the pro- 
Posed change In the collection of 
water charges, while the Hongkong 
taxation system already. taxes the 
poor more heavily in proportion to 
income than the wealthy.” This is 
Just what has been happening in very 
recent times. THere will generally 
be agreement. with ‘the Financlal 
Secretary when he says that "in the 
main the adjustment between land- 
lord and tenant be left to ordinary 
economic forces.” It is greatly to be 
desired that careful note be taken 
of the Hon. Mr. S, Caine’s re- 
commendation. He urges that “in 
announcing the change of incidence 
of charge Government should make 
it clear that Jandlords are expected 
to adjust thelr rents in consequence 
and that in the last resort Govern- 
ment moy refuse to instal 
stparate meters for any Iandlord who 
4s shown to have used the change 
solely to his own benefit." Where 
an adjustment has already been made 
detrimenta? to tcnanta’ interests, the 
provisions of the new Jaw should be 
made retroactive.

“WAITING BRIEF”

While the greatest credit must be given to Tsui Yun-pui for 
fighting back ‘so splendidly after being two sets down, H. D. 


Rumjahn, the title-holder, himself contributed to some extent to his 


own‘failure to clinch the issue when 


these two players met in the 


semi-finals of the Colony Tennis Singles Championship on the stand 
court of the Hongkong C. C. yesterday... 


The champion's refusal to extricate 
himself from difficult positions by 
lobbing was one of the features of 
the encounter. When his drives 
were in good working order in the 
first two sets, there was reason for 
hig diffidence in exploiting this stroke 
as a defensive measure; but when 
they-failed him later_on, it was bad 
tuctics not to do 50. ‘ 

This stubborn attitude on Rum- 
Jahn’s part was made all the more 
incomprehensible-by the fact that 
Tsui’s overhead weakness Is already 
well-known. ° If further evidence 
was needed to prove this, Tsul 
supplied it yesterday; yet in the 
course of the whole encounter, the 
number of lobs made by Rumjahn 
could be-counted on the fingers of 
one hand. : 


RELIED. ON DRIVES 


Had Rumjahn resorted to this 
method of forcing Tsui away from 
the net, he would have had a good 
chance of winning. But instead he 
relied almost solely on his drives 
which later lost thelr accuracy and 
were comfortably tucked away by 
the Chinese, who was in fine volley- 
ing form. Thus Rumjahn slowly, bit 
by bit, lost his advantage, and indecd 
when the final set wos started was 
in danger of losing. 

But he then took a firm grip on 
himself and fought every inch of the

Note . Regarded 
As “Protest” 


Mexico City, April 13. 
Presidgnt Cardenas’ reply re- 
fusing the ‘British Government’s 
request. to return. the oxpro- 
priated oil propertica, states that 
exproprintion was carried out on 
the ground of public interest. 
‘The Mexican Government could 
not admit that-the severity of the 
measure was disproportionate to 
the exigencies of the situation. 
The note vigorously denies the 
British Government statement that 
the expropriation had a potitical 
character, and adds that the Mexican 
Eagle Company, a8 & national entity, 
was subject to the laws of Mexico, 
and was not entitled to redress by 
foreign diplomatic intervention. 
The Mexican Government regards 
the British note simply us a protest. 
The note ulleges that the action of 
foreign oil companies constituted ao 
contempt of court in face of the 
decision of the highest tribunal in the 
land (this refers to the upholding by 
the Supreme Court of the Mexico 
Labour Board's ruling against the 
companies). The Mexican Govern- 
ment’g failure to promote un under- 
standing was duc to the companies’ 
resistance and the claims of cconomic 
incapacity to pay the amounts given 
against them by the High Court. The 
principal purpose of resistance was to 
cause the Mexican Government 
economic and political difficulties. 
DETERMINED TO PAY 
The note concludes by pointing out 
that Mexico’s determination to pay 
for the. expropriated properties has 
been publicly declared throughout the 
world. Mexico's capacity to pay is 
a real and certain fact, therefore it 
cannot be said that there has been 
cither a denial of justice, or a breach 
of the principles of international law. 
A New York despatch says that 
according to the New York Times 
Mr, F. 
Rickett and the Mexican Government, 
which have been progressing with the 
object of Mr, Rickett purchasing the 
majority of the ofl ficlds on behalf of 
American and British interests, have 
heen definitely dropped.—Reuter,

Not a single Japan- 
ese soldicr Is seen jn there districts, 
where the Chinese farmers have 
armed themselves 10 protect thelr 
lund and homes, the expert nsserted. 

In 27 districts in the mountainous 
region on the Hopei-Shansl-Sulyuan 
border, bound by the Peiping-Han- 
kow, Peiping-Sulyuan, Tatung-Pu- 
chow and Chengtai Railways, fewer 
than “a dozen of them are occu- 
pied by small groups of Japancse who 
confine themselves to their fortresses 
in the walled citics on account of the 
frequent surprise attacks from the 
Chinese. 

Even in castern Hopei there are 10 
Chinese mobile units, which, sup- 
ported by the peasants, have con- 
stantly harassed the Japanese along 
the Peiping-Linoning Ralilway. 

During the past four months, the 
expert disclosed,; the Japanese forces 
tn North China have, at one time or 
another, attempted — to “annihilate” 
the Chinese troops and mobile units 
in these regions. Immediately after 
they occupied Taiyuan, they sent 20,- 
000 troops to conduct “mopping up” 
operations in the border regions of 
Shansi, Sujyuan and Hopel, but their 
campaign hus been frultless so far.

.There. are few things upon 
which all persons will: agree. 
The necessity of education is one 
of them, But latterly the 
realisation that perhaps modern 
education is not all that it 
should be, that it too frequently 
attempts to fit square pegs for 
round holes and makes a botch 
of it, has dawned upon a num- 
ber of men and women who 
muke a‘study of these things.

ROOT OF THE PRESENT 
~~ SITUATION 


Tho Commission found diMeulty in 
giving “a continuous ‘history” of the 
rise and fall of rents during the Jast 
ten years.‘ On thelr own admission 
“this fact is of great significance and. 
goes to the root of the present situa- 
tlon of-rents in the: Colony.” No 
explanation !s given for this state- 
ment, This is unfortunate. Tenants 
wero unable to furnish ihat “con~ 
tlnuous history," 

The fundamental level of ten years 
ogo provides considerable useful data 
for the reasona I will now exp-ain. 
For 1928-20, it will be remembered, 
a big surplus balance was recorded 
for Hongkong. It fell to the Hon. 
(now Sir) Thomas Southorn to re- 
view the financlal position of the 
Colony when presenting the Esti- 
mates for 1920, The OMcer Ad- 
ministering the Government said on 
the 20th September, 1928: “The re- 
venue of the Qpolony’ has 
shown a remarkable recovery.... 
There fs no doubt thot the 
population of the Colony has been 


Increasing during the yeur,. and ug 
>the vacant houses are oceupied 
impetus ts ghven to building opern- 


tions and lund purchuse for which} 


considerable funds seem to be aval- 
lable." 

Our veteran (then senior) unoMm- 
cial member, Slr Shou-son Chow, 
expressed the gratification of his 
colleague when he spoke of cs- 
timated revenue for 1028 as likely 
to be exceeded by the sum of not 
less than $2,571,000. That, he 
thought, might be taken_os evidence 

1 that conditions in the Colony were 
gradually returning to normal, “The 
blgger demand for building sites,” 
the honourable senior unoMcial 
member sald, “could be taken as 
proof of a turther increase In the 
Population, as well us a healthy 
sign that. confidence in the future 
of the Colony was being restored.” 


REVENUE BUOYANT 


Hongkong's revenue for 1928 ex- 
ceeded the Estimntes by $4,865,009, 
and of that of the previous year by 
$3,622,863, which prompted the ofi- 
cla!’ author of the preface to the 
Administration Reports for ‘1928 to 
indulge in a note of optimism when 
he wrote that “1928 showed a con- 
tinuation of steady recovery in the 
financial and commercial positlon of 
the Colony.”

Such, might have 
been the condition of the Colony that 
furnished, to quote verbatim from 
the report, “a wealth of evidence 
(presumably’ supplied .by 1nandlords 
themselves—J.P.B.) to prove that 
owners of house property were the 
victims of o disastrous slump dur- 
ing the years 1036 to 1937." The 
Commissioners were careful to guard 
themselves in the nssertion that “no 
doubt there were during the last 
ten years cases of speculative 
building in which men of straw hop- 
ed to make a ‘quick boom profit.”

s bought on wholly insufficient margin, 
.A tempting high rate of interest 
operated us the bait for smaller mar- 
gin, A serics of mortgagors’ 
failures synchronized with Inevitable 
foreclosure that followed in the wake 
of the Incautious scramble to get rich 
quick. . 

In the present controversy the new 
owners successfully enlisted sym- 
pathy by the ' representation that 
current rentals suffer by compar!- 
son; they do not yield, they say, an 
economic return on thelr money.

premises.. This may appear to be an 
extreme case; but if enquiry were to 
be pursucd far enough other similar

Whether cases of this type have 
been brought to the notice of the 
. Commission, and whether the Com- 
mission, in pursuance of the powcrs 
vested In them by the Commissioners’ 
Powers Act of 1886, hud subpoenacd 
any witnesses before them and elicit- 
ed similar stortling revelations, ono 
cannot tell. This is a moot point of 
some importance, and is considered 
to be un determining factor for pur- 
poses of rental comparison, Without 
it only an ex parte _case has been 
made out, That ts one contention. 


MILITATING EVIDENCE FACTORS 


* There are several reasons why the 
collection of material evidence hrs 
not been as complete as it should 
otherwise be, Its very incomple- 
teness milltates ngainst the value of 
the report; the recommendations, 
‘accordingly, fall short of the require- 
;ments of the fundamental data, For 
‘example, there ere the Inherent 
sHyness ond timidity of a cliss of 
witnesses to appear before the Com- 
missioners; the restruining influence 
of the language difficulty experienc- 
ed by forcign tenants In some cases 
and illiteracy in others, and, Instly, 
fear of retriiation by landlords. 

At the same time ample allowance 
must be made for the “hasty 
nature” (the phrase Js‘ of the Com- 
missioners’ own coining) of the 
inquiry, because of “the alleged 
urgency. of the position and of the 
-Chnirman's pending departure from 
the Colony.” \ 

Importially, no blame can_ be 
attached {o the Commission. That 
much is granted. If they had nat 
been placed tn the position for a 
judicial sifting of cases jn the

KOWLOON RESIDENTS'

“farmer” — receives from’ his: sub- 
tenants. Strictly speaking, so far as 
the landlord jis concerned, he appeurs 
before the Commission os impeec- 
cable; but the “farmer” who,.in Lact, 
replaces the owner becomes the real 
offender. My practical experience 
leaves me in no doubt as to the 
existence of this form of abuse. 
Quite often the farmer" will allege 
to the landlord that a group of 
tenants intend vacating at the end 
of the month. Upon this so-called 
notice he trafMfics to the extent of 
letting the flats to new tenants, or 
permitting the existing to remain in 
occupation, for the consideration of 
a higher rent. Add to this the iM. 
clt “squeeze” assuming such cuphoni- 
ous designations ag “key” “tea,” or 
“shoe money,” and it becomes 
Npparent to what lengths the victl- 
misation of sub-tenants ‘Js carried. 


WATER RATE IN RELATION 
TO RENTS 


To what extent the Commission 
has probed into onc fenture of the 
rent increases must remain u_ matter 
of conjecture. The report offers no 
elucidation, I refer to the question 
of water rates. : 

Several cases that have been 


brought to my notice remove all 
doubt that o5 an indirect method of 
adding increase upon increase of 
rent js the Inclusion of water charges, 
When the housing shortage began to 
be felt, an increase of the original 
rent Inclusive of water was made and 
conceded, followed by a salve of the 
landlord's conscience by the imposi- 
tion of u surcharge ingeniously de- 
slgnated as water rate. The water 
rate fixed by the landlord was a flat 
one applicable to all tenants of the 
house, The building usually com- 
prises three or four storeys let to as 
many ‘tenants, 

: Hy is well to remember 
water rate fs a determinable figure, 
and the landlord in placing it at any- 
thing higher than that figure is de- 
finitely muloting his tenants’ in, higher 
rent in an indirect manner. He at 
the same time evades payment of 
taxes on the additional rent collected 
under a different name. To that 
extent the revenue of the Colony 
suffers. for the benefit of the landlord. 
Herein Government intervention can 
be equitably invoked, 

Certain Jandiords’ intuition has 
definitely secured “the monétary 
benefit" to themselves out of any 
proposed change of the incidence of 
the water charge. I apprehend that 
they have forestalled the Financial 
Secretary, who, in his recent 
Memorandum on the Water Charge 
Question, -laudably seeks to Protect 
the tenant, for ho writes: “a transfer 
of charge would mean shifting the 
burden from the comparatively well- 
to-do to the poor, I regard such a 
shift of the burden as most undesir- 
able because I greatly. fear that the 
poor tenant will be found on balance 
to pay mare as a result of the pro- 
posed change ini the collection’ of 
water charges, while the Hongkong 
faxation system already taxes the 
poor more heavily In proportion to 
income than the wealthy.” This is 
just what has been happening in very 
recent times. There will generally 
be agreement with the Financial 
Secretary when ho says that "in the 
main the sdjustment between Jand- 
lord and tenant be left to ordinary 
economic forces,” It is greatly to be 
desired that careful note be taken 
of the Hon. Mr. S, Cainc’s re- 
commendation. He urges that “in 
announcing the chango of: incidence 
of charge Government should make 
it clear that Jandiords: are expected 
'to adjust thelr rents in consequence 
and that In the :last resort Govern- 
ment may refuse to instal 
sepnorate meters for any landlord who 
ig shown .to have used’ the change 
solely ‘to’ his own benefit’ Where 
‘an adjustment has already been mado 
‘dotrimuntal to tenants’ Interests, the 
Provisiona of the riew law should be’ 
made ‘retroactive. aa

Shots Allegedly 
oh. Heard Before 
Shai Outbreak 


Shanghal, Apr. 14. 
A huge, mysterious blaze broke out 
shortly after 4 p.m. yesterday In an 
open yard containing horse fodder, 
which was next to a munitions ware- 
house on the O.S.K. wharf, the most 
important point for the import of 
Japnnese war supplies in Shanghal. 


The fire, the orlgin of which Is not 
yet ascertained, spread over a distance 
of 400 square fect, destroying large 
quantities of straw and charcoal, and 
it- was only got under controt after: 
hours of strenuous fighting by 
Chinese and Settlement firemen, who 
prevented it from reaching the ad- 
Joining magazine. 


Foreign sources state that several 
shots previous to the outbreak were 
heard, but this remains unconfirmed. 


During the day the wharf was 
swarming with Chincse prisoners, 
who were being used for unloading 
supplics, 


Last night the area was blocked off 
and no forcigners were allowed near 
it—-Reuter, 


Rinning of this year an average could 
have been. struck that would not 
have deprived the landlord of his 
Just dues, ot the same time leave 
tenonts unmolested by o further in- 
crease which has threatened, and in 
many cases been enforced, since then.

EVICTIONS PROHIBITION | 


The Commission 
‘committed to the conclusion that 
“legislation — prohfbiting — evictions 
alone without ot the same tlme re- 
strictIng {Increases of rent would 
prove useless.” It was a most serious 
grievance that had given cause for 
so much  dissatisfactlon—landlords' 
insistence on eviction. This unbend- 
ing attitude of certain Inndlords is 
notorious. Under the existing laws 
landlords may summarily throw out 
resident tenants for the benefit of 
Passing visitors. Tenants are on 
good ground when they. voice com- 
Plaint against a form of tyranny 
which is exercised without compunc- 
tion, The plight of familicd tenants 
is truly distressing... Their utter help- 
lessness excites the grentest sym- 
pathy, For them iit urgent appeal is 
mat \ It looks very much os {f this 
appeal must fall on deaf cars, 


If prosperity reaching Hongkong in 
consequence of the recent great 
growth of population has to be pur- 
chascd at the expense of so much 
anxiety and distress; and if Hong- 
kong is to earn the unenvinble re- 
putation of being an expensive port 
Cor the profit of landlords a a 
larger colonin! revenue from assessed 
-taxation,. then .-let - this» Colony 
abandon o form ‘of ‘prosperity so 
dearly purchnsed and so unpopularly 
acquired, 


“WAITING BRIEF” 
RECOMMENDATION 


The Commission makes. but ' one 
finnl recommendation (p, 21, para. 4), 
It is one, however, that conveys little 
‘comfort and less relief to the suffer- 
ers. It recommend. that 2 watch 
might be kept on Jnndlords’ actions 
after the submission of the report. 
What good this recommendation can 
achieve, and to what extent it ds 
going to Lighten tenants’ burden, it 
does not say. It offers no palliative 
for, much Jess an ‘eradication of, the 
evil against. which so loud a voice 
has been raised, What is going to 
be the Government's oxercise of 
authority and watch over londlords’ 
uctlons, again the Commission docs 
not say. Do the members ' expect 
that each individual. case of com- 
plaint shall be brought to the notice 
of the Government? And, if so, 
where {s the constituted authority to 
recelve complaints and act upon them 
when they call for prompt and sum- 
mary decision? In the absence of a 
legally created tribunal, to await the 
creation of the necessary practical 
machinery would be to relegate to 
the Greek Kalends satisfaction for 
aggrieved parties.
